In Event of Russian Attack, Sees Western Europeans 
Surrendering In Hope of Liberation Later By ll. S.

question of the will to resist aggression were even more out­ 
spoken than the statesmen and military leader*. 
I hr people are fed up with war*. Some of them fear that 
to light would mean bringing down on them all the horrors of 
destruction by the terrifying weapon# of modern warfare. 
l im element thinks that if they acquiesce to occupation, 
they may escape death and destruction aa many of them did in 
the last war. 
Iii casual conversations, they cite the fact that Great Britain, 
wha h resisted and suffered heavy aerial attacks, is far worse off 
r« onomicaliy today than France and other continental nations 
which capitulated to the Germans. 
Many Western Kuropran people are confused by the funda­ 
mental issues involved in the power politics struggle between 
Russia and the West. Thousands of them have fallen prey lo 
Communist 
propaganda 
about 
alleged 
Am erican 
economic 
imperialism. 
The common people think there will be war between Russia 
and the United States, and they would like to keep out of it if 
they possibly could. 
They have come to rely on Uncle Sam for economic aid. 
and now they would like him to handle for them whatever 
lighting may be necessary. 
The only encouraging aspect of this situation is the belief 
of Western statesmen and military leaders that Russia, too, would 
have difficulty instilling a lighting spirit in some of the people 
under its domination, especially those in the satellite states. 
Some Western military leaders believe that if the Soviet 
a I lilies s u f f e r e d a serious setback in a war with the W eal, and 
.* rv 
thought the Western powers were going to win, they would 
desert by the thousands, as they did during the initial phase of 
the Germ an invasion of Russia. 
The people of Kurope generally do not want to fight. 
The 
danger, iii the opinion of the government and military leaders 
with whom the writer talked, is that those under Soviet dom ina­ 
tion could Ive diiven lo fight whereas those of Western Europe 
do not possess at present the will to resist aggression.
